It has often beeujstated by'flrst class 


autliorlties cm the subject that tlie ma- 
jority of books having a permanent 
value 'in healthy human growth are 
only read by a few professional people 
or students In each generation, while 
the bulk of the trashy literature is read 
by millions upon millions. That is the 
experience of every librarian or observ- 
ant person along that line. The fact is 
accepted as self evident. Besides, our 
whole blind march through history 
proves that. And not only that, but the 
fact is that even in the trashy litera- 
ture so greedily devoured by tbe mil- 
lions, wise or otherwise—even iu that 
literature we can find enough to teach 
minds how to think if we only try to 
read that trash not simply to pass tirnu, 
b'lt to derive some instruction from it. 
Mental inertia has no doubt been one 
of the great enemies of humanity thus 
far. Puck has recently expressed that 
inertia as follows: 


"it is a pity that our ancestors left us 


so many problems which they should 
havi- solved; also that wo are willing to 
pass the problems along. There we 
ha\e a splendid condensation of histor- 
ical development. 
Each generation 


claims as a matter of course to have j 
solved certain problems, but can we j 
prove that it has not evolved one or 
more problems for each one it may 
have sohed or has any problem been 
solved at all? 
'; 


Iu the order of scieuce, sound philos- 


ophy or even but plum souse v>e have 
to grasp the fundamental elements of 
a.given subject before wo attempt to 
solve any problem in connection with 
it. Take the subject of human growth 
and therefore that of social growtli, 
and what is the general idea of most i 
of our wise people in relation to social 
growth? Suggest to them any Ism. as 
tlioy call It—that is, any simple, well 
defined process with which to com- 
mence any social reconstruction—and 
they don't want to even study that isui, 
that process. They simply assort its iu- 
efllcacy without proving It. Aud they 
implicitly tell you that social growth 
Is a group of incidentals without any 
fundamental element about it. Just as 
well say that tbe cosmos itself is a ' 
group of Incidental forces without the 
fundamental 
one of gravitation or 


that religion is a mass of sentimentali- 
ties and abstract dogmas without any 
concrete fundamental moral law at the 
root of all sentiment. 


Aud now look at the folly of it. We 


have thus far abode by a certain ism In 
what we have called progress. We have 
always stood by tbe Ism of "legalized 
banditlsm" in our social adjustments, 
or, rather, maladjustments, while pre- 
tending that nature or God had left ua 
without any good ism through which 
to reverse the bad ism on the founda- 
tions of which we have raised the fab- 
ric of our civilization. The logic of hu- 
man wisdom has always been some- 
thing sublimely amusing—one funda- 
mental process on which to erect a 
building that shall be shaking forever, 
giving us piles of trouble through 
countless centuries and no fundamen- 
tal piocess on which to build up a solid 
socin! fabric. And yet by the law of 
oppoMtes one ism implies another Ism, 
as the north implies the south and the 
east implies the west, as white carries 
the concept of black, right that of 
wrong, boauty that of ugliness, order 
that of disorder, etc. 


Take now the word primary, first in 


the order of time or development. Ap- 
ply it to progress, which, if it is any- 
thing tangible, must take cognizance 
of those t\\o elements, development 
and time. 
And yet who can tell you 


anything precise about any primary 
law of progress? We don't want the 
bother of any such law. Perhaps It 
would interfere with our precious isiu, 
egotism. Perhaps it would force us to 
adopt the opposite isin and apply it to 
the social order and so permeate all 
our laws with the spirit of altruism, 
just the ism we hate and on account 
of which we refuse to agree on any 
specific process through which to at 
itas-t partially suppress some of out- 
great social wrongs. We don't object 
to sticking to the ism that allows us 
to get on t'op of each other. We decid- 
edly object to any ism that would e's- 
tablish equity among us. 
1 And there we are,- floating in tbe 
ocean of progress without any com- 
pass, without any primary law of prog- 
ress, yet foolishly asserting that we are 
constantly solving problems when we 
don't even \vish to grasp the basic ele- 
ment of any bind of progress, good or 
bad, 
right or wrong. With that child 


lab- Infatuation peculiar thus far to hu- 
manity we assume that tbe word prog- 
ress cannot be subject to any classifica- 
tion and must necessarily be right no 
matter how much wrong it may con- 
tain.

Shaffer Say* Delay In Strike Order 


Comes From Having to Give Notice 
to Mllli— Could Have Had Peace by 


Three Plant*. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 0.— In the steel strike 


situation yesterday 
two 
important 


events occurred and one interesting 
declaration of policy was made. The 
events were tbe opeuiug, full handed, 
of the sheet steel mills at Wellsville, 
O.. and Hyde Park, Pa., with nonunion 
men. 
The Hyde Park mill has beeu 


closed for a long time. Its capacity 5s 
7,500 tons a year. It is a mill built by 
the steel workers themselves and sold 
by them to the trust. No disorder at- 
tended the opening of this mill. 


The Wellsville mill has been the 


scene of battle between the company 
and the strikers for three weeks, but no 
serious outbreak had been reported up 
to last evening. The starting of these 
plants gives the American Sheet Steel ! 
company eight mills now running on 
three shifts. 
| 


President Shaffer took the public Into i 


his confidence regarding his intentions 
as to a general strike. He was asked 
point blank when he intended to order 
:he "much tallied of strike and what 
was causing the delay. 


"The order for a general strike will 


be issued within ten days," he replied. 


I shall send out notices tomorrow, and 


the companies will probably get them 
on Wednesday.". 


"And how soon will the men quit 


work after the ten days have expired?" 


"In due time they will be told to quit 


work. I cannot give the date, but the 
strike order will issue, and the men 
will obey. 


"We huve been delayed by the fact 


that the Amalgamated association has 
signed scales for many of the mills

We have the 
utmost confidence In their loyalty, nnd 
wo expert many hundreds of men 
whom we have not hud time to organ- 
ize to come out with their union fellow 
workers and join the union." 


"Trunt Sluill Have War." 


"Do you consider all peace negotia- 


tions at an end?" 


"They certainly are at an end, so far 


as 1 am concerned. Only today a prom- 
incut manufacturer of Pittsburg was 
to see me and was talking pence.

board him through nnd then told him 
he was talking to the wrong man. I 
said to him that he would have to go to 
the men iu New York, to whom we had 
made so many appeals.

"We wanted pence, and we could

He is now at Atlantic City 
attending the meeting of the glass 
workers, his presence there being nec- 
essary because Mr. Hayes of the 
Knights of Labor is very ill, having 
beeu poisoned by the bite of an insect." 


•'Have you anything to add to your 


statement about the strike to extend-to 
other trades?"

"No. there is nothing to add to that 


except that I feel very much encourag- 
ed at the attitude of labor everywhere." 


"News dispatches say that the men 


in the .Toilet plant of the Federal Steel 
company will not obey the order to 
strike. 
Have you any comment to 


make on that report?" 


"Only this, that the men in the .Toliet 


mills are organized and will strike if 
the good of the Amalgamated associa- 
tion requires they should do so. 1 have 
the utmost conlidence in the men in 
all the mills and do not believe any of 
the reports that they will hesitate. In 
fact, the main trouble we have had has 
been to restrain them from striking be- 
fore we were ready." 


Peace Hinged on Three Mill*. 


There was a report iu Pittsburg yes- 


terday that the union was ready to per- 
mit the men' in the Clark, the Painter & 
•Lindsay and. "MeCutoheon mills to re- 
turn to work as nonunion men if the 
trust would take them back. These 
are the steel hoop mills that were cap- 
tured by the union after the strike was 
ordered and the men organized into 
the Amalgamated association. Presi- 
dent Shaffer was asked this question: 


"Is the published report true that the 


Amalgamated association will consent 
to the nien iu the time newly organ to 
ed hoop mills of Pittsburg returning to 
work if the company will take them 
back and give them their old employ 
ment?"

CROP ASD CLIMATE SEE VICE. 


Bulletin of the New England Section 


of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. 


The following is the United Stales 


department of agriculture climate and 
orop bulletin of the weather bureau, 
New England section, for the week 
ending Aug. C: 


Tbe satisfactory condition"of crops 


continues. Lite sown grain has been 
greatly helped by the rain, and will 
undoubtedly make a fine crop. Fod- 
der in pastures is deficient in some 
places, and cattle are being fed from 
I he barns, and some have died in the 
fields. It is reported that the bees are 
not storing much houey, due to tbe 
cold weather early in the season. 
Grains are in good healthy condition. 
The rain has helped the late sown grain 
to a great extent. 
Haying is practicel- 


ly completed. 
Vegetables and frnits 


will be about the same as the average, 
except apples which give no more 
promise than formerly. 
Tobacco Is 


fine, and some cutting will be done 
next week. What is needed to keep 
the crops in beat condition from now 
n is plenty of sunshine without dimin 
shing the rainfall. 


Oa-ts giva promise of a fair yield, and 
tie harvest has begun. 
Some rust has 


made its appearance in various dis 
riets, and in parts of New Hampshire 
ias injured oats badly. 
Exoept in 


ome northern localities where corn is 
ate, it is well advanced and of good 
color; in warmer districts it in tasselled 
and somo fields are silked. Barley is e 
fair crop. Buckwheat is a good orop, 
and baa blossomed. Late sown grain 
iae been much helped by the rain ol 
the week. 


Haying is done, with the eruption of 


some of the cooler plates in New Efatni - 
shire and Vermont, where a little more 
remains yet to be completed. The orop 
was fully up to tbe average, and was 
housed in good condition. 
The rains 


have started a second crop, which is 
indicative of some promise. Pasturage 
is, in nearly all oases, good. Some oat 
tie have had to be fed from barns, and 
some hsvo died. 
Rhode Island and 


southern Connecticut need the rain to 
keep grass from drying up. 


Apples give no further promise than 


in previous reports. Eirly applos may 
possibly he fair, hut winter varieties 
will bo a light orop. Peaches will be a 
full crop in nearly all districts, but in 
some of the cooler places the crop will 
not be up to the average. 
Pears and 


plums will be below the average yield. 
Blueberries are plentiful, 
although 


some arc drying np. Grapos give goc d 
promise. Melons look well, but are 
somewhat late. 


Potatoes are growing strangely; tbe 


vines growing rank at the top, bul 
there is nothing in tbe lull. 
The orop 


is better than seemed to be indicated in 
the middle of July, and in some cases 
promises well. Rust has been reported 
as having attacked^potatoes in some ol 
the cooler distrusts. Beans are rusting 
to some extent.

Control of Trade* Union*' and 


Combination* In Trade — The 


Industrial Gluut ot Modern 


Time*. 
With slight omissions, the following 
s an article by Andrew A. Bruce, as- 
bisiant professor of law In the Univer- 
:ity of Wisconsin, which appeared in a 
recent issue of the Chicago Record- 
lerald: 
Prior to the thirteenth or fourteenth 


century there was practically speaking 
no labor question in England for the 
ourts or the parliament to grapple 
with, since a limited industrial deMel- 
opment and the institution of slavery 
had simplified the whole problem. 


Personal liberty indeed, was a thing 


unknown to the great masses of the 
>eople, and it is a significant fact that 
even the much vaunted Magna Charta 
xacted from King John by the insur- 
gent barons at a time when 75 per cent 
of the inhabitants of England were In 
a state of practical slavery was worded 
so as to apply only to "free men." 


In 1348 and 1349 the terrible visita- 


tion of the black plague spread over 
England and carried off tens of thou- 
sands of the English peasants and la- 
borers, and the survivors, taking ad- 
vantage of the reduction in their num- 
bers and the consequent scarcity of la- 
bor, began everywhere to demand such 
exorbitant 
wages that 
bankruptcy 


threatened the smaller employers and 
the larger could operate only at a loss. 


The consequence was that the landed 


proprietor, whobe serfs most of these 
laborers had formerly been and who 
had but recently adopted the custom of 
practically liberating such persons by 
granting to them the use of small per- 
cels of land and the right to substitute 
yearly payments of money or produce 
tor the personal service owing to their 
lords, became Incensed not only at 
their own loss of revenue, but at thl 
seeming ingratitude on the part of 
their former bondmen. 


The parliament being made up al- 


most entirely of their own numbers, 
legislation was in their own hands, and 
In 1349 the famous statute of laborers 
was passed. The statute provided thai 
the farm laborers and the members of 
nearly all the skilled trades then fol- 
lowed In England should not thereafter 
decline to work for or demand higher 
rates of wages than those which pre- 
vailed in the year Immediately preced- 
ing the visitation of the black plague 
and In spite of the constant; fluctua- 
tions In the price of the commodities 
which the laborers were compelled to 
buy and of the rent to be paid by them 
remained In force until the reign of 
Elizabeth, when It was repealed, but 
only to make way for another statute 
equally oppressive. 


This latter statute provided that all 


persons able to work as laborers or ar- 
tisans* and not having Independent 
means might be compelled to work at 
agricultural pursuits and gave to the 
Justices of the peace, always members 
of the landed or employing class, the 
right to fix the rate of wages and the 
hours of Inbor, while the statute passed 
at about the same time, 1548, made "all 
conspiracies and covenants of work- 
men not to make or do their work but 
at a certain rate or price" illegal. These 
latter statutes, although re-enncted 
from time to time and changed in their 
minor details, remained in force unti 
the beginning of the nineteenth cen 
tury. 
It was the passage of these statutes 


at BO early a time in the history o: 
England—or, rather, the English deci 
elous based thereon— which has led so 
many of our American judges, reading 
no doubt the decisions without realiz 
ing that there were statutes behinc 
them, to hold that In the eyes of the 
law all strikes and boycotts must be 
essentially lllegat 


In America the statutes have, with 


but few exceptions, not regulated the 
rates of wages, and yet many Judge 
have adopted the rulings and opinion; 
of the English judges. We do*, however 
have analogous statutes. If it bad no 
been for the interstate commerce and 
antitrust statutes, both state and na 
tioual, which make acts In restraint o 
trade unlawful, we would hardly bav 
the plethora ot Injunctions levelei 
against the labor unions with -which w 
are now visited. 


Rigorous though the statutes directs 


against labor may have been, they wer 
not out of accord either with the gen 
eral judge or legislature made law o 
England In regard to other callings au 
trades, but were a part of a genera 
system of law and legislation enacted 
and enforced by a landed and milltar, 
aristocracy to which labor and trad 
alike appeared servile aud debased an 
to the interests of which the prosperity 
of either class seemed equally detri- 
mental. The story indeed of the legal 
control of labor in England was, In Its 
earlier stages at any rate, but a chapter 
in the legal control of trade^and indus- 
try generally, and was the result of the 
same political and economic philoio- 
pby. 


The statute of laborers, which as «re 


have seen, originally regulated the rate 
of wages of the workingmafi, also con- 
tained a provision which required food 
to bo sold at reasonable prices, aud at 
least one statute definitely laid down 
the prices that should prevail for "bens, 
capons, pullets and geese," while in the 
year 1652 a statute was eaaetad which 
made It a penal offense to forertaU- 
tba« was, to boy or contract for any 
merchandise or victuals on their way 
to ft market; to regrate— that was, to 
buy corn or any dead victuals in any 
market and to sell it again in such mar- 
ket or within four miles thereof; and to 
•ngrois— that was, to purchase large 
quantities of corn or dead victuals foi 
the purpose of resale anywhere. 
. It to from this term "engroM" that 
on* modwrn tarn "grow'1 10 darlwd, 


mi there is 110 dqubt, absurd though 
be thought may seem to some of iw, 
hat the <»r5giual grocer as well as the" 
middleman of all kinds generally-was 
or a long period of time a criminal in 
England. 


Prior to the nineteenth ceutury.'fu- 


deed, the governing classes of England 
were, as they are today in the United 
States, even with its broader suffrage, 
onsumers—that is, soldiers and sailors 
—professional men and farmers, to 
\hom any increase either in the price 
of goods or of labor was economically 
hurtful and In whose eyes, therefore, 
any attempt of either capital or labor 
0 add to its profits met with disfavor, 
t was not, therefore, until a new in- 
dustrial order had been ushered In and 
he complexion of the English parlia- 
ment had been changed on the one 
mnd from that of a body of landed 
proprietors to that of a body of manu- 
acturers and merchants with a world 
expanding trade before them and on 
he other until by the extension of the 
suffrage the workingman had become 
1 political factor in the community 
l»at the adierse legislation In England, 
buth in regard to capital and labor, 
ceased. 


When these events took place, which 


;hey did, in part at least, by the be- 
ginning of the nineteenth 
century, 


here was a complete change of front, 
both on the part of the courts and of 
parliament The old laws of restraint 
were only possible In a country of a 
iiiiited economic development, and 
when a broader field of industry and 
enterprise began to be opened to Eng- 
land, as it is today beginning to be 
opened to the United States; when a 
day of big things and of vast mercan- 
tile enterprises and of world expand- 
ug commerce began to dawn, the re- 
strictions of the past seemed trivial 
and burdensome. A young Industrial 
giant, indeed, had been born which 
parliament itself could not fetter. 


And yet, fortunately for the laboring 


man. this giant was born at a time 
when the humane forces and interests 
were also developing, when the great 
masses of men were acquiring a voice 
and an Influence In government and 
when no political party or judiciary 
dajed or cared to give to capital a free- 
dom which it denied to labor Itself. 
The change was brought about largely 
by the invention of machinery and the 
development of the mines of England, 
but above all by the expansion of her 
foreign trade and the growing realiza- 
tion of the possibility of an individual 
and national wealth hitherto undream- 
ed of, if only the factories and the 
mines could operate and capital could 
combine unchecked by restraints. 


The capitalist indeed was Interested 


not only In the removal of the restric- 
tions on capital itself and the abolition 
of the old tiade guilds, but also even In 
the repeal of the statutes which regu- 
lated the rates of wages. The old trades 
guilds, which by royal charters had In 
certain trades and industries been giv- 
en exclusive privileges and a freedom 
and exemption from the laws generally 
restraining labor, were abolished at the 
instigation of the capitalists because 
the capitalist desired to work his la- 
borers for as many hours a day as he 
pleased In times of business activity, 
which the rules of the guilds forbade, 
a 11(1 also because he desired to be able 
to become a manufacturer and a mus- 
ter of industry by virtue of the posses- 
sion of capital alone and not, as re- 
quired by the guilds, as the icsult of a 
promotion to that rank from those of 
apprentices and journeymen. While 
the statutes regulating rates of wages 
were abolished, it was largely because 
cf the necessity for the manufacturer 
to quickly hire large numbers of men 
In times of business pressure, which 
could only be done by the offer of lar- 
ger wages than those paid them by 
other employers. 


The law, then, as administered by the 


courts In England today, is practically 
this—that fraud and misrepresentation, 
intimidation aud physical obstruction 
or molestation, or the intentional pro- 
curement of a violation of contractual 
rights are unlawful, both on the part 
of "the capitalist and of the laborer, but 
that to pursue to the bitter end a war 
of competition waged in the Interest of 
one's own trade and with that end 
alone In view is not unlawful so as to 
be the subject of Indictment or action 
for damages, although such an act or 
plan of action may be considered In re- 
straint of trade in such a sense as to be 
void and incapable of enforcement by 
the courts as between the Immediate 
parties to it. 


To such an extent, indeed, have the 


courts gone that in a recent case a com- 
bination of shipowners for the purpose 
of controlling the entire tea trade of 
Canton and of the ports on the Hong- 
kong river by means of the adoption 
of a uniform rate of charges, the boy- 
cotting of all competitors and by re- 
fusing to do business with persons deal- 
ing with such competitors, as well as 
by a temporary reduction of rates, for 
the sole purpose of driving competitors 
out of business, was held not to be ille- 
gal or a violation of the personal rights 
of such competitors so as to entitle one 
of them to an action for the damages 
sustained by him from the combination 
nor to be the subject of a criminal pros- 
ecution, although the judges generally 
expressed the opinion that aueh an 
agreement was «o opposed to public 
policy that the courts would not en- 
force It as between the parties thereto. 


The same analogy was also followed 


in the case of a combination of laboring 
men In an action brought by two dis- 
charged workmen against the walking 
delegate ot a onion of Iron workers, 
who had threatened the employers of 
the plaintiffs that the members of the 
union would leave the employment ot 
the oorapany unless such persons were 
discharged, the court holding that then 
had been no violation ot any legal 
rights of the plaintiffs, the object ot the 
defendant* and of the union which they 
represented being the betterment au4 
the Cnrtbmmae of tb« Interact* ot tin

The case was brought up ou appeal

nouuulonlsi to leave the plaintiff. 


The lords dismissed the appeal on the 


ground that the acts of wrongful and 
malicious conspiracy were not under- 
taken to advance the Interests of the 
workmen themselves, but solely to in- 
jure the plaintiff.

To aoM to the horror lire broke out 


In the debris the moment It settled to 
the ground, and In less than five min- 
utes the great pile was burulug fiercely 
from oud to etui. 


A genural alarm was turned In for 


fire apparatus and ambulances, aud the 
work of rescue was begun by those lu 
the neighborhood who were not Injur- 
ed. 
Here and there a person \\iis 


drugged from the ruins before the fire 
could reach the \ictlni, se\ernl lives be- 
ing saved by tills prompt work. 


Wht'ti the firemen reached the scene, 


the tlanit's had gained great headway 
and were Igniting the buildings across 
the street. The tire, however, was soou 
uuder control and with the exception 
of a small blaze here aud there was ex- 
tinguished In a few minutes. 


Tho work of digging away tho ruins 


was then begun In earnest. Near the 
edge of the debris several colored men 
were taken out and sent to the. hos- 
pital. 


While the firemen and 
policemen 


were digging Into the debris und haul- 
ing away heavy timbers In several sec- 
tions of the wreckage cries were heard 
coming from the cellar of Mountain's 
grocery store. 
Fifty uieu with rope 


and tackle pulled away the roofing and 
flooring which had fallen In a mussed 
heap. 
FRim the bottom of the pile 


doubled up were taken n man and a 
woman. The man was able to speak, 
but the woman was apparently dead. 


While the M'ork of rescue was going 


on In the wrecked block hospital at- 
tendants and others made a search of 
all the damaged houses on the opposite 
side of the street, and almost a score 
of persons were taken to hospitals from 
these places. 


Two hundred men are now nt work

The most durable paper Is made by a 


guild near N'aukin, In China, which 
supplies the government of that em- 
pire with the leaves for Its official doc- 
ilments. This paper Is made from 
young bamboo tips. It Is soft, pliable, 
takes Ink well and seems indestructi- 
ble There are samples In collections 
which arc over 1,(KK) years old. The 
largest assortment of these Chinese pa- 
pers is owned by an editor in Jersey 
City, who has nearly 300 different 
samples. Quite odd aro the fireproof 
papers. Some of these are made of veg- 
etable liber Impregnated with lung- 
state of soda. Others are made of flue 
asbcstus or of asbestus mixed with 
liber.

the Lamps Bright. 


The duties of the lighthouse keepe 


are many and impoitant. Tho top o 
the tower is usunlly a tiny room, al 
glass windows. Tho lantern is in th 
center of tbe room; it is a great pi ism 
of glim, in shape like a beehive.

lamp is set into this, and the Icnse 
magnify the comparatively small ligh 
of the lamp and make it a great beacon 
seen far off over tbe waters.

the luminant be a flishlight, there : 
machinery to be wound up every few 
hours to eause it to revolve. At sunse 
the keeper climbs the steep steps in th 
high tower, takes down tbe curtain 
that darken it throughout the day, anc 
sets the lamp inside the lantern.

midnight the lamp is cbanged; a freshly 
filled one is put ;n the place of tho firs 
lighted one. 


When storms are raging or fogs pr 


vailing the keeper stays a?ake to win 
the machinery that keeps the fog signa 
booming over tbe water. Many alee 
leas nights are thus spent by tbe ligh 
keepers in devoted vigil of the aids 
navigation. At the gray of dawn th 
keeper is again climbing the steep iron 
ladder to the tower top. 
Before th 


red rim of the sun appears the lamp 
extinguished, the fine, piismatic lense 
are covered, and the huge panes of glas 
that form the walls of the room are cur 
tamed.

down the flights of an almost perpen 
dioular

trimmed and cleaned is ready for th 
sunset hour. The work of the keeper i 
not concluded witb this feat; the mos 
perplexing portion of the daily routin 
is now to be performed.
